Sheep Twice as High 
| in Alberta 


William Daley, of tie Wibliam 
Daley Company, of Rawlins, 
Wyoming, was in town last week, 


the guest of A. Wylie, and spoke 97 
the prices of cattle and sheep. 

Mr. Daley is a big sheep rancher, 
and hg says, that he only gets 33 
cents per pound, live weight, for 


ai‘choice mutton on the Chicago mar- 


ket. He found that farmers were 
getting 6 cents per pound in Red Deer, 
nearly one hundred per cent. more 
than they were getting down in the 
States, and the quality wasn’t any- 
thing to write home to mother 
about. 

He spoke of the price of eattle. He 
said prime steers brought a little 
more on the Chieago market than 
Alberta good range steers did, but 
there were no prime steers here in 
the meaning of the word. Range 
stecrs here of good quality brought 
the same 
steers on the Chicago 
market, and milch cows brought $20 
more per head here in the Red Deer 
district than they eould be purchased 
for on the Chicago market. 

He couldn't see why we wanted a 
market for our pork, beeause three- 
fourths of our pork was brought in 


Bifrom the United States now, and it 


was softer and more diseased than 
the Canadian acticle. The price paid 
for pork in Alberta was higher than 
in the United States, and horses 
here were considerably higher thar 
there. He thought if a few of the 
political agitators, who have the 
farmers by the ears in the different 
organizations, were transported to 
Siberia it would be a good thing for 
Alberta.

Plant in Good Working Order 


Last weck the newspaper men were 
notified that the Laurentia Milk 
Company, of Alberta, Limited, were 
in operation, and a_ visit to the 
firm’s splendid up-to-date factory re- 
vealed the fact that this growing 
enterprise was well under way and 
trying to catch up with the large 
orders pouring im for the excellent 
product’ manufactured by them. 

Factories are established at Olds 
and Bowden, as well as at Red Deer, 
and others will be established. as 
soon as possible in different parts 
of the province. 

The market for the product is 
unlimited. Calgary is now crying 
out for two carloads a week alone, 
and the market will cover Alberta 
as well as British Columbia and 
other adjoining provinces as soon 
as possible. - 

Laurentia§ milk is an absolutely 
pure natural milk, having the ex- 
quisite taste of cream, and which 
may be kept indefinitely in perfect 
condition. The milk is homogenized, 
which in itself is a purely mechanic- 
al operation by means of which the 
eream is mixed with the rest of the 
milk in such a manner that it can 
never separate nor be separated 
again, even by the most powerful 
separator, 

This division of the solid 
dients of the milk into very small 
particles renders it more digestible 
and much more easy to assimilate.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 15 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominon Lands: Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 50 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteade: 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-sect ion alongside his  home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Mus: reside upon — the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date ol 
homestead entry ‘(including tle tim 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for # 
purchased homestead in certain di~ 
triets. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Must reside six months in cach o: 
three years, cultivate fifty acres ane 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Pulpwood Consumption In-(Borden Takes Tea at Man- 
creased Twenty Per. Cent. )ster Windsor Garden Party 


in 1911 Over 1510 


The quantity of pulpwood ° manv- 
factured im Canada in 1911 showed 
an increase of 73,801 cords (or 12.3 
per cent) over 1910. In 1911, 672,- 
288 cords were manufactured ‘as cojn- 
pared with 598,487 cords in the pre- 
vious year. The value of the wood 
also increased, with the result that 
the 1911 product brought to its 
vendors $4,338,024, as compared with 
$3,585,154 for 1910, an increase of 
$752,870. The value of the wood 
($6.45 per cord) was greater than it 
had been for years. 

Of the total amount, Quebec con- 
sumed in its 28 mills 58 per cest. 
Ontario used nearly one third of 
the total consumption ; this province 
has the highest consumption — per 
mill of any, viz., 12,450 cords. New 
Brunswick mills were hampered by 
low water during the year. The 
consumption of pulpwood in these 
four mills was 45,824, over twice 
as much asim the _— depres- 
Nova 
Scotia, where only mechanical pro- 
cess of pulp-making is used, in its 
seven mills consumed 22,221 cords of 
pulpwood. In British Columbia 
pulpwood manufacture was still in 
the experimental stage. 

Quebee used four species of wood 
for pulp, namely, spruce, balsam fir 
‘or balsam), hemlock and __ poplar. 
Ontario and Nova Scotia employed 
spruce, balsam fir and poplar, while 
New Brunswick used spruce and bal- 
sam fir only. 


No Pain After durgery 


In a recent issue of the ‘‘Lancet’‘ 
Dr. F. W. Forbes-Ross, the Harley- 
street surgeon, descrabes a now 
method of preventing shock and pain 
after an operation by the hypoder- 
mic injection of a solution of 
quinine and urea at the site of the 
operation wound. 

Last month Dr. Forbes-Ross_— ex- 
plained that quinine and urea solu- 
tion does not take the place of the 
meneral anasthetic, but should be 
injected into the tissues to prevent 
all pain after the patient has re- 
covered consciousness. 

The solution has already bees used 
in a large number of operations, and 
has reduced shock and pain after 
the operation to a minimum. 


Specially valuable results have 
been obtained with children, who, 
by their restlessness after recovery 


from an anaesthetie, frequently «s- 
danger the success of the operation. 

The insensibility to pain lasts from 
one to six days after one injection. 
Injections may be repeated as often 
as necessary, as the solution is non- 
poisonous and is not a narcotie. The 
solution does not induce a drug 
habit. 

In the treatment of burns — the 
quinine-urea has given gratifying re- 
sults. A very severe scald of the 
hand was rendered quite painless, 
and the swelling and blistering were 
immediately reduced by injection of 
the solution,

Cut in the Cement Duty 
Has Given Enormous Relief 


Importations in June Show Over 200 
Per Cent. Increase Over the Same 
Month Last Year. 


Ottawa, July 15.—Assertions that 
the recent temporary cut in the 
cement duty is affording no relief to 
the consumers are contradicted — by 
the facts. During June of 1911 the 
importations of cement over — the 
Dominion were not quite 56,000 bar- 


rels. In June, 1912, they exceeded 
71.000 barrels. The exact figures

Thus the general effect is that the 
legitimate business of the cement 
manufacturers has not been impair- 
ed, while relief has been given to the 
astern and Western portions of the 
country, which for varying reasons 
had been sulfering from a shortage.

“This is absolutely erroneous and 
T cannot too strongly deprecate the 
diffusion of such views. We have 
nothing but the kindliest of feelings 
toward the western consumer, and 
would even go so far as to. give 
them the preference, but the fact of 
the matter is, that it is just as hard 


to get deliveries in Toronto as it 
is in Red Deer. The railways are 
not to blame for it, either. One of 


the best illustrations of this is ap- 
parent right in the city where no 
substantial progress has been made 
on the new C.P.R. building in six 
weeks on account of the lack of 
steel. The same thing applies in 
many other cases, and the fact is 
that Canada’s industrial expansion 
has been too rapid for her manufac- 
turers. : 
LAURENTIA MILK CO. 

“At present I anr looking over, the 
plans and work of establishing the 
local plants of the Laurentia Milk 
Co. We were incorporated in Feb- 
ruary and since that time have in- 
stalled four plants for the produc- 
tion of milk and cream at Red Deer, 
Olds, Bowden and Sylvan Lake. We 
aim to establish these plants at the 
sources of raw milk supply all over 
the west as well as the east. Be- 
fore the fall we expect to have at 
least from ten to fifteen plants in 
operation in Alberta alome, and will 
steadily inerease that number. In 
this we have an educative work to 
perform—that of persuading the far- 
mers to take up mixed farming at 
least to the extent of raising mileh 
cows. Our purpose is to find the 
market for milk and to encourage its 
production. The farmers don’t real- 
ize as yet. just how profitable — the 
dairy industry is. They seem to 
give the production of grain their 
chief attention, but this cannot go 
on forever. Sometime or other farm- 
ing im the west must become di- 
versified and the sooner the better. 

BIG) QUESTION. 

“All over the west I have been 
brought face to face with the ques- 
tion of reciprocity, and it is a big 
question affecting in a most serious 
way, as it certainly would have 
done, the whole of the Dominion 
Canada is a vast country and in its 
boundaries are many and _ different 
interests. With this condition of 
affairs there must be a_ certain 
amount of ‘‘give and take’’ on the 
part of all the provinces. We must 
all make some sacrifices and look 
at things in a big and broad way. 
The grain situatiom is acute at pres- 
ent because of the present state of 
railway construction. As it is now 
Fort William and Port Arthur are 
dike the neck of a bottle through 
which this enormous traffic — runs. 
With the present limited transporta- 
tion facilities there is bound to be a 
certain amount of congestion, but 
this is not a permanent condition of 
affairs. Next year we will have 
the G.T.P. and the Canadian Nor- 
thorn to help carry the western traf- 
fic, and a little later the Hudson's 
Bay route will be available and will 
bring us in closer touch with — the 
mother country. If Canada had 
carried reciprocity it would have 
amounted to this: That in a com- 
paratively short time we would have 
had to make a choice between Ene- 
land and the United States. As it 
is now there is a duty on cheese 
coming into Canada of three cents a 
pound, while the duty on cheese go- 
ing over there is six cents. 

WOULD HURT EAST. 

‘In my case the result was that | 
had to build a factory in the United 
States and sell at the same price 
as in Canada. Tf reciprocity had 
passed it would have meant a whole- 
sale dislocation of industry in the 
east. In Toronto for instance, Cana- 
dian mechanics and industries that 
have grown up with the country 
would have been displaced by Ameri- 
can concerns and much_ hardship 
would have resulted. If 1 were a 
western farmer I would rather pay a 
little more for my implements if 
necessary and know that) our own 
manufacturers were being patronized. 
I am sure that Canadians as a 
whole will not be influenced — by 
little selfish interests in any part of 
the emrire, 1 don't care where it is.”

A. F. McLaren, of Imperial|Sir Edward Grey Explains 


Reason for Panama 
Canal Protest 


London, July 16.—With a view to 
preventing attempts at premature 
and provocative discussion of the 
Panama canal question, Joseph King, 
the Liberal member of parliament 
from North Somerset, got up in the 
house of commong this afternoon to 
ask the secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, ‘‘whether friendly representa- 
tions are being made to the United 
States government with the aim of 
securing generous treatment for such 
British shipping as shall pass through 
the Panama canal.” 

Sir Edward Grey, the secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, in reply 
merely quoted article III, paragraph 
1, of the Hay.Pauncefote treaty, 
which reads : 

“The canal shall be free and open 
to the vessels of commerce and of 
war of all nations observing these 
rules on terms of entire equality so 
that there shall be no discrimina- 
tion against any such nation or its 
citizens or subjects in respect to 
the conditions or charges of  traffiz 
or otherwise. Such conditions and 
charges of traffic shall be just and 
equitable.”’ 

Sir Edward added: ‘‘As it ap- 
peared to His Majesty’s government 
that some of the provisions of the 
bill now before the United States 
senate would not be consistent with 
this article of the treaty, it is 
thought right to point out these ob- 
jections to the government of the 
United States in order that they 
may be taken into account while the 
bill is under consideration.”
